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MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : — 

Two  years  have  elapsed  since  I  first  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  I  have  now  sworn  to  continue  dur- 
ing another  term. 

I  have  never  desired  to  be  returned  for  a  third  year,  and 
shall  not  increase  my  personal  comfort  by  re-assuming  obli- 
gations I  had  expected  to  retire  from  to-day,  according  to  the 
rule  ordinarily  followed  in  such  cases. 

It  has  pleased  my  fellow  citizens,  however,  to  confide  the 
general  superintendence  of  our  municipal  aff*airs  to  my  keep- 
ing for  an  additional  period  of  time.  For  so  much  of  the 
act  as  indicates  an  appreciation  of  the  motives  that  have 
governed  me  during  the  past  two  years,  I  feel  deeply  grate- 
ful. 

In  view  of  this  depa»ture  from  common  usage,  and  the 
fact  that  many  of  you  are  newly  elected  to  these  Councils, 
it  seems  proper  to  go  into  a  brief  review  of  the  acts  of  1870 
and  1871.  Correct  opinions  on  these  subjects  arc  impor- 
tant, and  may  assist  us  in  forming  just  opinions  ou  other 
matters.

*  It  is  but  a  matter  of  justice  to  state,  that  in  making  up  the  net  indebtedness  as 
above,  the  interest  then  due  on  Bonds  and  Notes  was  not  included  in  "  outstand- 
ing claims,"  no  allowance  was  made  for  the  payment  of  $3,689  27  then  due  the 
school  dictricts,  and  that  of  the  $21,051  00  of  unpaid  taxes  reckoned  as  assets,  only 
$17,621  00  hare  been  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

t  The  above  item  includes  balance  due  for  Locust  street  school  house,  interest 
calculated  to  date,  expense  of  surveying  "Willand  Pond,  public  vaccination,  re- 
pairs on  bridge,  widening  highways  and  streets,  repairing  roof  of  City  Hall,  and 
amount  of  unexpended  School  Appropriation. 
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For  this  growth  of  the  corporate  indebtedness,  what  can 
we  show  in  property  and  public  improvements?

The  Garrison  Hill  School  House  has  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of  700  00 
General  repairs  on  and  about  the  diflferent  School  Houses  owned  by 

the  City,  2,241  41 

2000  feet  of  Hose  for  Fire  Department,  3.013  50 

Almost  the  entire  sum  may  not  improperly  be  termed  an 
investment  as  important  as  it  will  be  permanent  and  prof- 
itable. 

I  feel  no  regret  in  consequence  of  having  given  m}^  influ- 
ence and  a  great  deal  of  extra  labor  to  the  promotion  of 
these  liberal  yet  truly  economical  acts. 

These  extraordinary  expenditures,  wholly  uncared  for  by 
taxation,  are  not  fairly  chargeable  to  the  expenses  of  the 
period  we  are  examining,  inasmuch  as  they  will  provide  for 
a  great  many  years  to  come.  Other  demands  of  an  unusual 
character,  but  of  pressing  importance,  arose,  for  which  a 
direct  tax  was  assessed. 

To  repairs  on  roof  of  City  Hall  $700  00 

To  additional  school  appropriations  covering  1870  &  '71  4,000  00 

It  will  readily  ])e  seen  that  while  the  last  mentioned  causes 
of  expense,  being  included  in  the  annual  taxes,  did  not  in- 
crease the  debt,  that  their  amount  reached  the  yearly  sum 
by  which  it  had  been  customary  to  reduce  the  same.  In  view 
of  which  no  appropriation  was  made  in  1871  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  per  cent,  of  taxation  in  1870,  was  $2.41  and  in 
1871  it  was  $2.22. 
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This  is  a  fair  statement,  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils, 
of  such  of  the  acts  of  1870  and  '71,  as  have  brought  about 
an  increase  of  our  public  debt. 

I  shall  now  briefly  present  such  thoughts  in  relation  to  the 
various  departments  as  my  experience  and  observation  have 
suggested. 

FINANCE. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  city  has  already  been  com- 
mented on.  During  the  year  1870,  our  floating  debt  was 
provided  for  by  the  disposal  of  $120,000  of  6  per  cent,  cur- 
rency bonds.     The  bonded  debt  is  now  payable  as  follows  :

By  a  recent  act  of  the  Legislature  the  State  becomes 
bound  to  reimburse  to  its  cities  and  towns  a  part  of  the  sum 
paid  as  bounties  during  the  Rebellion.  The  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  to  examine  and  allow  claims  under  this 
law  has  not  yet  been  made  public. 

I  would  advise  that  the  amount,  whatever  it  may  be,  com- 
ing to  our  treasury,  be  used  in  reducing  the  debt. 
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CEMETERY. 

The  appropriation  for  Pine  Hill  Cemetery  the  past  year 
was  S500.  Expenditures  $473.47.  Under  the  superintend- 
ence of  the  standing  committee  the  money  has  been  judic- 
iously expended  and  the  grounds  have  assumed  a  form  both 
of  beauty  and  convenience,  at  a  comparatively  small  outlay 
to  the  city. 

A  liberal  appropriation  will  be  necessary  to  enable  the 
committee  to  continue  the  important  improvements  which 
were  begun  in  1870-71. 

HIGHWAYS. 

In  looking  over  the  items  in  the  Treasurer's  report  for  the 
last  year,  that  of  Highwaj^^  will  not  escape  your  notice. 
The  appropriation  was  816,000,  the  expenditure  has  been 
$18,688.19. 

This  excess  was  occasioned  wholly  by  one  disastrous 
shower  in  the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  whereby  our  roads 
and  streets  were  badly  washed,  and  several  sewers  more  or 
less  damaged.  To  keep  our  roads  and  streets  at  all  times 
safe  and  convenient  will  always  require  the  expenditure  of 
a  considerable  sum  of  money.  From  the  nature  of  our  soil 
but  little  permanent  improvement  can  be  made  in  this  de- 
partment without  a  liberal  use  of  crushed  stone.  The  con- 
dition of  our  streets  is  better  than  ever  before,  and  the  High- 
ways in  the  outskirts  have  had  their  full  proportion  of  the 
entire  outlay.  The  travel  in  the  compact  part  of  our  city  is 
now  very  great,  and  increasing  more  than  relatively  to 
our  growth  in  population.  I  cannot  refrain  from  speaking 
of  a  change  in  public  opinion  that  is  manifesting  itself  more 
and  more  every  year  in  regard  to  the  quality  of  our  streets 
and  sidewalks.     Public  necessity  as  applied  to  this  depart-

ment  is  coming  to  mean  in  a  great  many  minds  more  than  a 
passable  or  safe  road.  So  far  as  this  laudable  pride  of  our 
people  can  be  sustained  without  increasing  our  indebtedness 
or  makin<y  taxation  burdensome,  is  undoubtedly  for  the  true 
interest  of  the  city. 

From  the  general  favor  which  the  concrete  walks,  that 
have  been  put  down ,  meet  in  all  sections,  I  feel  fully  justi- 
fied in  recommending  that  work  in  this  direction  be  contin- 
ued. The  only  question  in  my  mind  being  whether  it  would 
not  be  better  for  the  city  to  own  the  right  for  its  own  limits. 

I  am  compelled  to  renew  the  advice  I  oflfered  on  a  former 
occasion  in  regard  to  our  Highway  districts.  These  separate 
departments  should  be  united  under  one  competent  head. 
A  large  saving  of  expense  would  be  made  annually  by  such 
changes.  The  experience  of  the  year  which  has  just  closed 
affords  additional  evidence  that  this  reform  is  absolutely 
necessary  in  many  districts  and  could  but  operate  advan- 
tageously in  all. 

We  shall  not  need  so  large  an  outlay  for  streets  as  last 
year,  but  should  not  neglect  those  that  are  now  in  good  con- 
dition. 

The  condition  of  the  Whittier,  Watson  and  Snell  bridges, 
so  called,  is  such  as  to  require  considerable  outlay  for  renewal 
and  repairs.  I  am  informed  by  the  Superintendent  that 
Central  street  bridge  has  become  decayed  in  some  of  its 
parts,  and  may  possibly  require  more  or  less  repairs. 

SEWERAGE. 

No  question  presents  a  stronger  claim  upon  your  atten- 
tion than  one  that  affects  the  lives  and  health  of  our  people. 

During  the  past  year  $1195.13  have  been  expended  in  the 
construction  of  sewers.     The  appropriation  for  this  purpose 
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was  81500.  To  some  extent  this  work  should  be  prosecutecl 
during  the  present  year.  A  small  appropriation  will  be 
needed  for  the  further  extension  of  those  begun  on  Court 
Ltreet  and  Franklin  square,  and  I  would  recommend  that 
means  be  provided  for  enlarging  the  stone  sewer  on  Central 
square. 

A  moderate  expenditure  is  ver}^  much  needed  at  the  points 
designated  for  the  protection  of  the  streets  without  reference 
to  the  convenience  of  the  citizens. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

Nothing  we  can  do  for  our  children  will  be  of  so  much 
value  to  them  and  so  secure  the  interests  of  society  as  to 
give  them  a  good  sound  education.  It  will  be  unnecessary 
for  me  to  enter  into  any  detailed  examination  of  the  work 
that  has  been  accomplished  in  this  department  during  the 
past  year,  as  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee  has 
been  recently  laid  before  the  public.  It  contains  interesting 
statistics  in  regard  to  our  school  buildings,  with  much  new 
and  valuable  information,  as  well  as  many  important  sugges- 
tions, and  I  respectfully  commend  it  to  your  perusal.  I  shall 
refer  to  but  one  single  feature  of  this  important  subject,  and 
then  submit  the  whole  to  your  careful  consideration.  Our 
entire  city  has  lately  been  moulded  into  one  district,  creat- 
ing equal  rights  and  duties  for  all  its  inhabitants.  Addi- 
tional school  houses  were  required,  and  we  haA^e  provided 
them  as  fast  as  a  prudent  management  of  our  finances  would 
permit.  But  we  are  reminded  by  those  whom  we  have 
chosen  to  superintend  the  e very-day  working  of  this  groat 
interest,  that  it  will  not  be  sufficient  in  the  future  to  simply 
grant  suitable  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
schools.     It  appears  from  the  annual  report  that  there  were 
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1937  children  (over  one-fifth  of  our  whole  population)  in  the 
city  between  four  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  while  the  at- 
tendance at  all  the  schools  was  but  1270,  This  statement 
may  not  create  any  great  degree  of  surprise,  but  certainly 
cannot  be  considered  as  furnishing  a  sign  of  increasing 
knowledge  and  refinement.  All  these  children  arc  of  suit- 
able age,  have  an  opportunity  (if  there  is  a  want  of  accom- 
modations we  shall  be  to  blame  if  they  are  not  furnished) 
and  should  attend  school  a  larger  portion  of  each  year.  But 
we  are  told  that  1865  attended  two  weeks  and  this  number 
included  pupils  in  the  High  School  over  fourteen,  leaving 
seventy-two  who  made  no  pretence  of  going  to  school  at  all. 
Om*  State  has  so  far  assumed  the  education  of  its  youth, 
that  it  has  made  all  property  responsible  for  the  support  of 
common  schools  and  authoritatively  demands  that  the  chil- 
dren of  every  city  and  town  shall  attend,  providing  severe 
penalties  for  disobedience.  The  School  Committee  ask  that 
a  truant  officer  be  appointed  and  paid  by  the  city,  so  that 
these  children,  willing  or  unwilling,  shall  be  placed  in  our 
schools  and  made  to  learn  at  least  enough  to  make  them 
peaceable  and  good  citizens.  I  earnestly  recommend  you  to 
give  your  immediate  attention  to  this  important  matter. 

POLICE. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Police  Department  was  $2000, 
and  expense  $3519.85.  The  income  has  been  $531.  Owing 
to  the  more  than  ordinary  number  of  public  days  and  occa- 
sions requiring  the  services  of  the  special  police  officers,  and 
the  appointment  of  an  extra  night  watchman,  the  expenses 
of  this  department  have  been  more  than  the  estimates, 

The  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  has  been  234. 
Number  taken  before  the  Court  214. 
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But  two  regular  night  watchmenhave  been  employed,  a  force 
too  small  for  the  extent  of  our  city  precinct.  It  appears  to  me, 
for  the  immediate  notice  of  fires,  the  correction  of  evil  prac- 
tices, and  the  safety  of  our  dwelling  houses,  stores  and  manu- 
factories, we  need  at  least  four  competent  and  faithful  night 
watchmen,  who  should  also  be  regular  police  oflQcers,  and 
serve  afternoons  and  evenings.  We  have  during  a  part  of 
the  past  year  employed  a  third  officer  and  shall  undoubtedly 
feel  called  upon  to  retain  his  or  some  good  man's  services 
during  the  present  year. 

To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  fourth  oflScer  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  Light  force  be  required  to  light  and  extinguish 
the  streeL  lamps. 

HEALTH. 

While  many  cities  and  towns  in  New  England  have  suf- 
fered during  the  past  year  from  pestilential  and  epidemic 
diseases,  we  have  enjoyed  nearly  an  entire  freedom  from 
such  forms  of  sickness.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  small 
pox  had  appeared  in  the  neighboring  city  of  Lowell  and 
elsewhere,  a  general  system  of  vaccination  was  instituted, 
and  it  is  believed  that  we  are  as  well  protected  as  possible 
in  this  respect. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  appropriation  for  the  department  was  $4000,  and  the 
expenditures  $8207.04.  To  the  purchase  of  2000  feet  of 
new  hose  ma}-  be  ascribed  the  amount  overdrawn.  Our 
facilities  for  extinguishing  fires  are  at  present  in  as  good 
condition  as  ever  before.  The  department  has  two  steamers 
with  hose  carriages  and  hose,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck, 
and  one  hand  engine.     The  large  steamer  has  been  fully  re- 
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paired  and  improved,  and  put  in  serviceable  condition. 
Pipes  have  been  laid  under  ground  from  Unitarian  Pond 
to  Locust  street,  whereby  a  supply  of  water  may  be  obtained 
for  the  engines  with  promptness  and  dispatch.  There  is 
also  in  the  central  part  of  the  city  a  fair-  number  of  reser- 
voirs and  other  means  for  securing  water  for  fire  purposes. 
I  would  suggest  for  your  consideration  whether  the  interests 
of  the  city  do  not  require  two  or  three  additional  reservoirs 
in  certain  localities  where  new  and  valuable  buildings  have 
been  recently  erected.  If  after  careful  examination  it 
shall  appear  feasible  and  proper  to  introduce  a  full  supply 
of  water  from  Willand  Pond,  it  is  possible  that  we  may  not 
need  new  reservoirs.  But  if  it  should  appear  that  the  source 
is  insufficient  and  unworthy  of  further  consideration,  then 
we  cannot  long  neglect  the  duty  of  furnishing  special  sup- 
plies of  water  to  the  new  streets  and  other  places  now  un- 
provided. 

During  the  past  year  I  recommended  that  measures  be 
taken  to  procure  a  full  and  accurate  survey  of  Willand  Pond 
and  that  its  water  be  submitted  to  a  careful  analysis.  By 
a  concm*rent  vote  of  the  Councils,  Gov.  Weston  and  J.  B. 
Sawyer,  Esq.,  both  eminent  engineers,  were  employed ;  the 
pond  and  springs  in  the  neighborhood  were  examined.  Es- 
timates were  made  and  a  full  report  submitted.  From  it  we 
learn  that  not  much  less  than  sixty  gallons  of  water  per  day 
for  each  individual  wilf  be  found  sufficient,  and  granting  that 
the  ratio  of  increase  in  our  population  will  be  ten  per  cent. 
for  the  coming  ten  years,  we  should  look  for  a  source  capable 
of  supplying  600,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  examination  of  Willand  Pond  was  made  with  refer- 
ence to  location,  elevation,  quantity,  quality  and   cost  of 
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construction.  The  location  is  pronounced  excellent.  The 
elevation  is  ample  for  all  purposes  in  the  lower  and  more 
compact  and  valuable  part  of  the  city.  But  in  the  higher 
portions  the  head  would  not  be  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  dis- 
pense with  steam  fire  engines,  though  it  would  provide  an 
abundant  supply  of  water  for  the  fire  department.  As  to 
quality,  it  is  confidently  declared  that  there  can  be  no  rea- 
sonable objection  to  this  matter.  Quantity. — The  pond  has 
an  area,  at  high  water,  of  about  86  acres.  It  has  no  visible  in- 
let worthy  of  consideration,  and  at  ordinary  stages  it  has  no 
visible  outlet. 

The  theory  held  by  some  that  the  pond  is  supplied  by  deep 
springs  having  a  distinct  source  from  all  the  surroundings, 
is  not  probable.  It  is  far  more  likel}^  that  the  supply  comes 
from  the  rain  which  falls  directly  into  the  pond,  and  on  the 
land  in  the  immediate  vicinit}' ;  and  there  are  some  reasons 
to  think  the  water  shed  does  not  exceed  450  acres.  It  is 
admitted  that  there  are  good  reasons  to  doubt  the  capacity 
of  the  pond  as  a  source  of  supply,  and  yet  it  is  possible  that 
it  would  on  trial  be  found  sufficient. 

The  following  test  is  suggested  :  Cut  a  ditch  3100  feet  in 
length  through  the  heath  on  the  north  side  of  the  pond,  and 
the  water  be  drawn  some  three  leet  below  the  o*-dinary  low 
water  mark.  This  will  probably  be  as  low  as  it  will  ever  be 
necessary  to  draw  it.  If  the  pond  will  furnish  a  supply,  it 
will  do  so  without  fluctuating  three  feet  more  than  it  now 
does.  If  it  stands  the  test,  you  can  proceed  to  build  works 
with  confidence.  If  it  fails,  our  attention  must  be  turned 
elsewhere.  For  further  information,  I  refer  you  to  the  En- 
gineers' report.  Dr.  John  Bell  of  this  city  was  employed  to 
analyze  the  water.     His  report  was  also  full  and  definite, 
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and  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the  character  of  the  "water  must 
be  exceedingly  satisfactory  and  encouraging  to  all. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  thus  briefly  laid  before  you  the  wants 
and  condition  of  the  city.  Let  us  now  vigorously  and  per- 
severingly  enter  upon  our  several  trusts.  If  our  duties  are 
collective  they  are  none  the  less  binding,  and  we  have  each 
one  taken  a  solemn  oath  to  a  faithful  performance  of  the  ob- 
ligations now  resting  upon  us.  You  shall  have  my  earnest 
co-operation  in  whatever  seems  calculated  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  city  or  the  welfare  of  its  inhabitants.

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ENGINEERS'REPORT. 


To  Hon.  William  S.  Stevens^  Maxjor  of  the   City  of  Dover, 
N.  H.  ;— 

At  your  request  we  have  examined  TVilland  Pond  with 
reference  to  the  feasibility  of  supplying  the  City  of  Dover 
with  water  therefrom,  and  submit  the  following  as  the  result 
of  our  investigation : 

In  such  examinations  the  question  that  first  arises  is  usu- 
2\\y  that  of 

THE    QUANTITY   REQUIRED. 

This  is  commonly  answered  by  allowing  about  fifty  or 
sixt}^  gallons  per  day  to  each  inhabitant.  It  has  been  found, 
indeed,  that  an  ordinary  household  of  seven  persons  is 
abundantly'  supplied  by  from  seventy  to  one  hundred  gallons 
per  day.  But  the  amount  consumed  in  stables,  manufacto- 
ries, private  fountains  and  gardens,  together  M'ith  that  for 
extinguishing  fires,  watering  streets,  the  erection  of  build- 
ings, and  above  all,  the  waste,  has  been  found  so  great  as  to 
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require  the  larger  quantity  above  mentioned.  The  Water 
Board  of  Boston  have  recent!}-  published  a  notice  warning 
the  inhabitants  of  that  Cit}'  against  waste  of  the  Cochitu- 
ate  water,  and  stating  that  the  consumption  was  at  the  rate 
of  seventy  gallons  per  day  for  each  person.  At  times  the 
consumption  has  risen  to  one  hundred  gallons  in  Boston  and 
Hew  York.  But  it  is  found  that  small  towns  require  a 
smaller  quantity  per  capita  than  lar^^er  ones,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  sixty  gallons  per  day  will  be  found  sufficient  for 
Dover. 

The  smaller  quantity  of  fifty  gallons  may  be  sufficient  for 
a  few  years  to  come,  but  the  experience  of  other  places  has 
been  that  the  consumption  increases  faster  than  the  popula- 
tion, and  it  is  therefore  better  to  estimate  on  the  larger 
quantity.  , 

The  population  of  Dover  was  in  1850,  8186 

"  ''  1860,  8502 

"  "  1870,  9212 

Showing  an  increase  of  eight  per  cent,  in  the  last  ten  years, 
and  of  four  per  cent,  in  the  preceding  ten.  II  the  ratio  of 
increase  for  the  present  decade  should  be  ten  per  cent,  the 
population  of  1880  will  be  about  ten  thousand. 

But  as  a  considerable  number  of  the  inhabitants  will  re- 
side in  those  sections  of  the  City  which  are  beyond  the  reach 
of  water-works,  it  is  probable  that  a  supply  for  10,000  per- 
sons will  be  sufficient  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years  to  come. 

It  therefore  appears  that  we  should  look  for  a  source  capa- 
ble of  supplying  600,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  examination  of  Willand  Pond  has  been  made  with 
reference  to  the  following  particulars,  viz. :  Location,  Ele- 
vation, Quality,  Quantity,  and  Cost  of  Introduction. 
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locatiox. 
The  Pond  lies  principall}'  in  the  Town  of  Somers worth. 
Its  distance  from  the  City  Hall  in  Dover,  as  measured  on  a 
line  following  the  highway  to  a  point  near  the  house  of  Mr. 
George  Hussey,  and  thence  through  his  land  to  the  Pond, 
is  12,932  feet.  This  route  is  pretty  direct,  nnd  it  may  per- 
haps be  found  on  further  investigation  to  be  the  best  line  for 

a  main  pipe.     But  b}^  deviating  from  it  somewhat,  the  line 

» 
may  be  made  straighter,  and,  of  course,  shorter.     This  will 

be  seen  b}-  reference  to  the  accompanying  plan. 

The  land  surrounding  the  Pond  is  principally  a  sandy  or 
gravelly  plain.  It  is  infertile  and  of  little  value  for  agri- 
culture. It  is  so  far  distant  from  j'our  own  City,  and  from 
other  large  towns,  and  from  railroads,  that  it  is  not  likely 
to  be  occupied  b}-  an}'  considerable  population  or  by  any 
manufacturing  establishments,  which  would  defile  the  Pond 
to  any  appreciable  extent.     The  location  is  excellent. 

ELEVATION. 

The  height  of  the  surface  of  the  Pond,  as  it  stood  Oct. 
1 7th,  above  some  of  the  prominent  points  in  the  City  was 
as  follows  :

It  will  be  seen  that  with  this  Pond  for  a  reservoir,  tlie 
head  of  water  in  the  lower  and  more  compact  and  valuable 
parts  of  the  City,  will  be  all  that  can  be  desired  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  extinguishing  fires.  Indeed,  in  all  places  where  the 
head  exceeds  eighty  feet,  very  valuable  and  efficient  hydrant 
streams  could  be  brought  upon  a  fire.  But  in  the  higher 
portions  of  the  City,  the  head,  though  of  some  value,  would 
not  be  sufficient  to  enable  you  to  dispense  with  steam  fire 
engines.  In  those  places  the  principal  value  of  the  aque- 
duct, in  its  relation  to  the  fire  department,  would  be  in  the 
convenient  and  abundant  supply  of  water  for  the  steamers. 
But  streams  suitable  for  private  uses,  such  as  watering  lawns 

and  gardens,  washing   carriages,   sidewalks   and  windows, 

* 
could  be  obtained  throughout  the  City. 

The  highest  point  of  land  on  Garrison  Hill  is  105  feet 
higher  than  Willand  Pond,  and  a  reservoir  might  be  made 
there  which  would  give  about  100  feet  of  additional  head 
throughout  the  City.  But  even  this  head,  undesirable  as  it 
would  be  for  the  ordinary  service,  would  not  enable  you  to 
dispense  with  a  steam  fire  department,  for  there  will  always 
be  a  large  amount  of  property  in  the  outskirts  of  the  City 
beyond  the  reach  of  a  hose  and  hydrant  service,  and, 
of  course,  without  any  adequate  protection  e'scept  from 
steamers. 

Such  a  reservoir,  with  the  necessar}-  pumping  machinery, 
would  add  largely  to  the  first  cost  of  the  works,  and 
the  annual  expense  of  running  the  pumps  would  be  some 
$2800.  By  making  the  works  more  complicated  the  liabil- 
ity to  accidents  and  interruptions  would  be  much  increased. 

For  these  reasons  it  does  not  seem  advisable  to  adopt  this 
plan. 

QUALITY. 

The  question  as  to  the  quality  of  the  water,  so  far  as  it 
belongs  to  the  domain  of  the  chemist,  has  been  abl}^  and  sat- 
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isfactoril}^  answered  by  Dr.  John  Bell,  80  far  as  it  belongs 
to  the  engineer,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Pond  seems  to  re- 
ceive its  siippl}^  principally  from  filtration  through  the  sand 
composing  the  plain  in  which  it  lies.  Its  beach  (with  the 
exception  of  some  four  or  six  rods  at  one  point,)  is  composed 
of  small  pebbles,  or  clean  sand.  Its  waters  are  singularly 
clear,  transparent  and  inviting  to  the  eye.  They  are  very 
free  from  aquatic  vegetation,  and,  as  has  been  before  re- 
marked, they  are  not  likely  to  be  contaminated  by  high  cul- 
tivation, by  manufacturing  establishments,  or  by  a  dense 
population  in  the  vicinity. 

There  can  be  no  reasonable  objection  to  this  water  on  the 
score  of  qualitj^ 

QUANTITY. 

Willand  Pond  has  an  area  at  low  water  of  83  5  8  acres,  or 
about  86  acres  at  high  water.  It  has  no  visible  inlet  worthy 
of  consideration,  and  at  ordinary  stages  it  has  no  visible 
outlet.  The  ordinary  annual  high  water  mark  was  about 
two  feet  above  its  surface  at  the  time  the  survey  was  made. 
It  appears  that  when  the  Pond  reaches  this  hight,  the  sur- 
plus water,  if  any  there  be,  runs  off  through  a  piece  of  low, 
wet,  bushy  ground,  (called  a  heath)  of  some  ten  or  fifteen 
acres  in  extent,  which  lies  on  the  nortliern  border  of  the 
Pond,  the  water  finally  escaping  through  a  slight  artificial 
channel  or  ditch  into  a  brook  which  is  tributary  to  the  Sal- 
mon Falls  River. 

On  all  other  sides  the  Pond  is  bounded  by  a  dry  gravell}^ 
plain,  which  is  from  twelve  to  seventeen  feet  above  low  wa- 
ter, and  which  extends  from  a  quarter  to  a  half-mile  from 
the  Pond.  This  plain  is  l)oundcd  in  most  ((ircctions  by  lower 
plains  and  valley's  having  a  retentive  clayey  soil,  which, 
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being  lower  than  the  surface  of  the  Pond,  contribute  nothing 
to  its  waters. 

On  the  contrary,  there  are  several  large  springs  on  the 
borders  Of  the  lower  plains  which  are  supplied  from  the  body 
of  sand  constituting  the  plain  above,  and  probably  in  some 
instances  from  the  Pond  itself.  On  the  side  next  the  City 
the  springs  are  about  forty  one  feet  lower  than  the  Pond, 
and  are  of  such  size  that  they  supply  the  water  for  the 
Cochecho  Aqueduct  Co.  It  is  probable  that  these  springs 
are  subterranean  outlets  for  the  water  of  the  Pond.  And 
undoubtedly  these  and  all  the  others  drain  some  portions  of 
the  sandy  plain  surrounding  the  Pond. 

All  the  water  in  or  upon  the  earth  above  the  level  of  the 
sea,  comes  in  the  first  instance  from  the  rain  and  snow  which 
falls  upon  the  surface.  A  portion  of  this  water  is  evaporated, 
another  portion  is  absorbed  by  the  earth  to  re-appear  in  the 
form  of  springs,  and  a  third  portion  runs  off  on  the  surface 
forming  rivulets,  brooks,  and  rivers.  Many  experiments  and 
observations  have  been  made  as  to  the  quantity  that  can  be 
collected  on  a  given  area  and  on  different  kinds  of  soil.  It 
is  therefore  customarj^  for  engineers,  when  examining  any 
given  source  of  suppl^^,  to  rely  very  much  on  the  area  of  the 
water- shed 

But  in  this  case  there  are  no  superficial  streams  and  few 
or  no  "  gullies  "  which  convey  the  water  of  the  great  rains 
to  the  Pond,  or,  indeed,  in  any  other  direction.  A  very 
large  proportion  of  the  water  falling  upon  the  plain  is  ab- 
sorbed by  the  sand,  and,  passing  downward  through  the 
coarse  material,  it  is  arrested  by  the  impervious  stratum  be- 
neath, and  flows  off*  laterally,  in  some  localities  toward  the 
Pond,  in  others  toward  the  marginal  springs,  according  as 
the  descent  may  be  this  way  or  that. 
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How  extensive  the  area  is  which  furnishes  water  to  the 
Pond  we  have  no  reliable  means  of  determining,  because  the 
water-courses  and  divides  are  hidden  beneath  the  surface. 
It  may  be  stated  in  a  general  way  that  the  wells  sunk  into 
this  plain  indicate  that  tlie  water-table  rises  toward  tlie 
north  and  west,  and  falls  toward  the  south  and  east  The 
heath  before  spoken  of  as  lying  at  the  north  end  of  the  Pond 
seems  to  be  but  an  uncovered  portion  of  this  stratum. 

As  all  the  water  which  finds  its  way  into  the  Pond  escapes 
from  it  again  by  evaporation,  overflow  and  percolation,  it 
follows  tha'  if  we  abstract  any  water  through  other  chan- 
nels it  must  have  one  or  more  of  the  following  results, 
viz.  : — 

1.  Occasion  a  greater  influx  of  water  to  the  Pond. 

2.  Diminish  the  quantity  escaping  bj'  overflow  and  perco- 
lation, or — 

3.  Reducfe  the  quantity  remaining  in  the  Pond. 

We  cannot  presume  to  any  considerable  extent  on  the  first 
of  these  alternatives. 

If  the  third  is  realized  the  Pond  will  soon  fail  as  a  source 
of  supply. 

Our  chief  reliance  must  therefore  be  on  the  second.  If, 
as  there  is  good  reason  to  believe,  the  Pond  lies  in  a  l)asin 
or  hollow  in  the  impervious  stratum,  and  percolation  takes 
place  to  any  considerable  extent  only  when  the  water  over- 
flows its  brim,  then  by  drawing  off  a  certain  quantity  of 
water  for  the  use  of  the  City  we  should  onl}'  be  taking  that 
which  would  otherwise  escape  by  percolation  and  overflow. 

Of  course  the  Pond  might  be  expected  to  fall  lower  dur- 
ing the  drier  half  of  tlie  year  than  it  now  does.  In  ordinary 
cases,  where  the  water-shed  is  only  sufficient  to  supply  the 
annual  quantity  required,  a  storage  capacity  equal  to  about

three  months'  consumption  is  necessaiy.  Two  feet  in  depth 
on  the  surface  of  the  Pond  gives  this  amount  of  storage. 
If  the  quantity  of  water  that  ma^^  be  drawn  from  this  Pond 
without  permanently  diminishing  the  quantity  remaining  is 
just  equal  to  the  consumption,  and  if  it  is  supplied  to  the 
Pond  in  a  manner  as  irregular  as  is  usual  with  other  ponds, 
we  may  expect  the  surface  to  fluctuate  two  feet  more  than  it 
now  does  It  will  be  drawn  down  so  much  lower  in  autumn, 
and  filled  up  to  its  present  high-water  mark  in  the  spring. 

The  circumstances  in  this  case  are  such  that  the  ordinary 
methods  of  ascertaining  the  capacit}^  of  the  Pond  as  a  source 
of  supply  cannot  be  used.  The  water-shed  cannot  be  mea- 
sured, nor  can  the  streams  be  gauged.  There  is  some  rea- 
son to  think  that  the  water-shed  does  not  exceed  four  hun- 
dred or  four  hundred  and  fifty  acres. 

ExperieLce  has  shown  that  there  are  some  j^ears  in  which 
only  one-third  of  the  water  precipitated  on  a  given  area  of 
the  average  character  of  New  England  soils  can  be  collected 
and  stored  in  'reservoirs.  This  would  require  about  one 
square  mile  to  furnish  the  quantity  we  seek.  But  the  soil 
of  the  area  in  question  is  not  of  the  average  character  of 
New  England  soils.  It  is  all  flat,  sandy  and  highly  absorb- 
ent, and  the  proportion  of  water  that  can  be  collected  from 
it  is  quite  uncertain. 

The  theory,  held  by  some,  that  the  Pond  is  supplied  by 
deep  springs  having  a  distant  source,  is  not  probable.  It  is 
true  that  in  some  parts  of  the  world  copious  springs,  and 
even  rivers,  do  flow  for  great  distances  under  ground.  But 
this  can  occur  only  where  the  rocky  strata  lie  in  a  position 
almost  perfectly  horizontal.  In  such  cases  the  springs  are 
few,  but  of  great  volume.  In  New  Hampshire  the  under- 
ground water-table,  like  the  surface  of  the  earth,  is  full  of 
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hills  and  valleys.  As  a  consequence,  the  subterranean  wa- 
ter, like  that  on  the  surface,  is  collected  into  numerous 
rills  and  veins  which  soon  find  some  valley  or  low  place 
where  the}'  burst  out  to  the  surface.  Our  springs  are  nu- 
merous, and  of  course  small. 

'\\"ater  under  ground,  like  that  on  the  surface,  is  subject 
to  the  law  of  gravitation  It  moves  only  in  obedience  to 
that  law ;  that  is,  it  moves  from  a  higher  to  a  lower  place. 
In  plain  words,  it  can  only  run  down  hill.  It  is  not  proba- 
ble that  there  is  any  subterranean  conduit  or  natural  aque- 
duct conveying  water  to  this  Pond  from  any  higher  source 
which,  in  this  case,  must  be  miles  away,  and  bej'Ond  ranges 
of  hills  and  intervening  vallejs.  It  is  far  more  likely  that 
the  supply  comes  from  the  rain  Avhich  falls  direetl}^  into  the 
Pond,  and  on  the  land  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

The  few  observations  that  have  been  made  on  the  fluctua- 
tions of  the  Pond  indicate  that  it  receives  its  water  occa- 
sionally and  fitfull}^  not  regularly  and  constantly  as  it  would 
from  a  deep-seated  fountain. 

These  observations  have  been  as  follows : 

From  Oct.  17th  to  Nov.  M  the  hight  remained  unchanged. 
From  Nov.  M  to  the  10th  it  fell  2  1-8  inches. 
PYom  the  10th  to  the  24th  of  the  same  month  it  rose  6  -3-4  inches. 
From  the  last  date  toJDec.2.3d  it  rose  3  1-4  inches. 

There  may. have  been^some  intermediate  fluctuations  which 
have  escaped  observation.  But  the  net  result  is  that  the 
Pond  is  but  7  7-8  inches  Mgher  than  it  was  two  months  ago. 
This  quantity  of  water  is  not  quite  sufficient  for  one  month's 
consumption. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  good  reasons  to  doubt  the 
capacity  of  the  Pond  as  a  source  of  suppU'.  It  would  not 
be  advisable  for  the  City  to  construct  works  for  bringing 
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water  from  this  source  without  more  definite  information  in 
this  respect  than  can  be  obtained  by  surveying.  And  yet  it 
is  possible  that  the  Pond  would,  on  trial,  be  found  sufficient. 
If  it  is  so,  its  advantages  over  any  other  source  are  so  ob- 
vious that  the}^  need  not  be  recounted  here.  It  is  therefore 
desirable  to  acertain  the  fact. 

Much  may  be  learned  by  observing  closely  the  manner  in 
which  the  Pond  rises  and  falls  during  the  present  winter 
and  the  coming  spring.  In  connection  with  this,  observa- 
tions should  be  made  on  the  rain-fall  by  means  of  a  gauge 
located  in  the  vicinity.  Ii;  is  possible  that  the  matter  can 
be  definitely  determined  in  this  way.  At  any  rate  it  will 
show  whether  there  is  encouragement  to  proceed  to  make  a 
more  expensive  and  certain  test. 

This  test  ma}^  be  made  in  the  following  manner  :  By  cut- 
ting a  ditch  about  310U  feet  in  length,  through  the  heath  to 
the  northward,  the  Pond  may  be  drawn  down  some  three 
feet  below  the  ordinary  low-water  mark.  This  will  probably 
be  as  low  as  it  will  ever  be  necessary  to  draw  it.  If  the 
Pond  will  furnish  a  supply  it  will  do  so  without  fluctuating 
three  feet  more  than  it  now  does.  With  such  a  ditch  the 
power  of  the  Pond  to  furnish  80,000  cubic  feet  per  day  can 
be  fully  tested. 

If  it  stands  the  test  you.  can  then  proceed  to  build  Works 
with  confidence.  If  it  fails,  its  insufficiency  will  be  demon- 
strated, and  the  attention  of  the  community  will  turn  to 
some  other  source. 

A  route  for  such  a  ditch  has  been  surveyed  and  laid  down 
on  the  plan  presented  herewith.  Such  a  ditch,  with  a  bottom 
width  of  four  feet  and  side  slopes  of  one-half  to  one,  will 
require  about  3000  yards  of  earth  excavation. 
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This  experiment  would  require  time  and  would  probably 
deL\v  the  construction  of  Water  Works  by  one  year,  but  it 
would  1)6  better  to  make  it  than  to  build  upon  such  possi- 
bilities of  failure. 

In  the  mean  time  it  would  be  well  to  make  further  inves- 
tigations as  to  the  facilities  for  supplementing  the  supply 
from  the  Pond  b}^  recourse  to  some  other  source.  There 
may  be  no  water  which  can  be  turned  in  by  gravitation,  but 
it  may  be  found  advisable  to  use  the  Pond  for  a  reservoir, 
availing  yourselves  of  the  natural  supply,  whatever  that  may 
be,  and  suoplementing  it  with  such  a  quantity  as  may  be 
found  necessary  by  pumping  from  some  source  nearer  the 
Cit}^,  either  directly  into  the  distribution  pipes,  or  into  a 
rising  main  leading  directly  to  the  Pond,  as  may  on  investi- 
gation be  found  best.  The  Pond  offers  you  a  reservoir  al- 
ready built.  It  is  well  located  and  of  sufficient  bight.  It  is 
large,  clean  and  safe,  and  it  will  afford  some  water.  These 
considerations  point  to  the  propriety  of  the  investigations 
here  suggested. 

ESTIMATE    OF    COST. 

In  the  following  estimate  we  have  assumed  that  the 
wrought  iron  and  cement  pipe  will  be  used.  The  sizes  and 
location  of  the  pipes  are  given  on  the  accompanying  plan  :

Analysis  of  the  Water. 

To  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Dover : 

Sir— I  find  the  following  to  be  the  contents  of  a  gallon  of 
the  Willand  Pond  water  : 

Total  of  Impurities,  4.62  grains 

Of  this,  Organic  matter,  1-03  " 

Inorganic  matter,  3.59 
Of  the  Inorganic  matter. 

Iron,  .11  " 

Lime,  1.20  " 

Soda,  -23  " 

Sulphuric  Acid,  1-39  " 

Chlorine,  -46  " 

Silica,  .20  " 

Besides  a  general  anal3^sis  I  have  experimented  on  the 
effects  of  the  water  upon  soap  and  lead— its  relation  to  these 
being  b}^  far  more  important  than  to  an}'  other  substances. 

A  solution  of  soap  in  the  water  was  perfectly  clear, — 
showing  that,  notwithstanding  the  considerable  quantity  of 
Sulphate  of  Lime  present,  it  was  not  sufficient  to  make  the 
water  hard. 

A  piece  of  bright  lead  pipe  exposed,  at  the  same  time  to 
this  water  and  the  air,  showed,  in  a  short  time,  that  so  con- 
siderable a  quantity  of  lead  was  dissolved  in  and  diffused 
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through  the  water,  as  to  make  it  dangerous  to  use.  The 
same  experiment,  tried  a  second  time  upon  the  same  piece 
of  lead,  showed  a  A'er}^  much  less  action.  After  remaining 
in  the  water  a  week,  the  latter  being  changed  several  times, 
the  lead  had  nearly  ceased  to  be  acted  upon  ;  a  white,  var- 
nish-like coating  being  formed  upon  its  surface,  which  pro- 
tects it  from  further  corrosion.  After  it  has  been  ex- 
posed to  the  action  of  the  water  for  several  weeks, 
there  is  no  doubt  but  the  very  delicate  tests  we  have  for 
lead  would  show  that  it  had  entirely  ceased  to  contaminate 
the  water.  As  lead  pipes  loill  be  used,  I  would  advise  that 
this  water  (and  indeed  all  water)  flovring  through  new  pipes 
be  not  used  for  culinary  or  drinking  purposes.  But  after 
two  or  three  months  it  may  be  used  without  danger.  Even 
then,  however,  lead  is  so  subtile  a  poison,  water,  that  has 
stood  in  contact  with  it  over  night  ought  to  be  allowed  to 
run  off  before  drawing  for  use. 

On  the  whole,  the  Willand  Pond  water  may  be  considered 
as  very  pure  ;  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  purer  unless  dis- 
tilled. This  is  shown  b\'  a  comparison  with  that  supplied  to 
other  cities,  as  follows  :

Ordinary  well-water  in  this  region  contains  from  20  to  60 
grains  of  impurities  to  the  gallon. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Willand  Pond  water 
— so  admirably  situated  in  its  position  with  reference  to  the 
City — is  every  way  desirable,  so  far  as  its  purity  is  concerned. 
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Probably  the  water,  if  taken  during  colder  weather,  would 
show  a  still  less  amount  of  impurities,  particularly  of  organic 
matter.

To  the  Hon.  Mayor  and  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 

I  herewith,  in  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  respect- 
fully submit  to  3^ou  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, mj^  annual  report  as  an  exhibit  of  the  condition,  ex- 
pense, number  of  fires  and  alarms,  and  a  list  of  officers  and 
members  of  the  department,  lor  the  year  ending  December 
SI,  1871. 

We  have  had  during  the  year  nineteen  fires  and  alarms, 
with  a  loss  of  property  to  the  amount  of  (813,975)  thirteen 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars.  The  de- 
partment was  called  out  nineteen  times,  and  gave  their  as. 
sistance  once  to  the  neighboring  town  of  Rochester. 

The  total  .expense  of  this  department  for  the  year,  includ- 
ing the  salaries  of  all  the  officers  and  men,  repairing  engines 
and  purchasing  hose,  and  oil  clothes  for  the  men,  amount  to 
($8,207.04)  eight  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seven  dollars 
and  four  cents 

The  general  condition  of  the  department  is  very  good ; 
the  officers  and  men  under  mj-  charge  are  prompt  and  ener- 
getic in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  it  aflbrds  me  great 
pleasure  to  report  their  uniform  kindness  and  faithfulness 
on  all  occasions. 

The  several  engine  houses  and  apparatus  coi  nected  with 
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this  department  are  in  good  order.  There  has  been  no 
change  in  the  organization,  and  they  remain  as  last  year, 
viz.  :  one  hundred  and  live  officers  and  men,  two  steam  fire 
engines,  two  hand  engines,  and  one  hook  and  ladder  car- 
riage and  necessary  apparatus  for  the  samp. 

The  department  is  well  provided  with  hose,  and  1000  feet 
is  placed  in  the  Cocheco  Manufacturing  Company's  hose 
house  on  Central  St.,  to  be  used  by  the  hydrants  in  passing 
water  to  the  several  reservoirs  within  the  reach  of  that  length 
of  hose. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  respectfully  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  scarcity  of  water  near  J.  B.  Folsom  &.  Go's  oil 
cloth  factory  on  Locust  street,  also  on  Gushing  street,  near 
W.  P.  Hayes'  steam  mill  on  Gourt  street,  and  north  of  New 
York  street — as  there  have  been  quite  a  number  of  new 
buildings  erected  near  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.  Go's  new  freight 
depot. 

I  wish  to  return  my  thanks  to  Joseph  W.  Welch,  Esq.,  for 
his  kindness  and  for  the  assistance  he  has  rendered  to  the 
fire  department  in  furnishing  water  with  his  hydrants,  and 
the  use  of  the  Gocheco  Manufacturing  Go's  hose  on  all  oc- 
casions, which  have  proved  a  j^reat  assistance  to  the  fire  de- 
partment.

II.  That  Highway  District  Nos.  "Two  and  Three,"  be 
added  to  and  included  in  Highway  District  No.  "  One." 

III.  That  Highway  District  No.  "  Twenty -two  be  extend- 
ed to  the  large  Elm  Tree  east  of  E.  Faxon's  house. 

IV.  That  so  much  of  Highway  District  No.  "Twenty- 
three  as  runs  from  Rebecca  Pinkham's  gate  to  the  turn  of 
the  road  near  Andrew  T.  Robert's  dwelling  house,  be  dis- 
annexed  from  said  district  No.  23  and  annexed  to  and  made 
part  of  Highway  District  No.  14,  and  so  much  as  runs  from 
the  turn  of  the  road  near  the  dwelling-house  of  Samuel  H. 
Hanson  to  Nathaniel  Carlton's  dwelling-house,  be  disan- 
nexed  from  said  District  No.  14  and  annexed  to  and  made 
part  of  Highway  District  No.  23. 

District  No.  1 — Shall  embrace  all  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  compact  part  of  the  city,  also  Locust  (formerly 
High)  street  to  its  head.  Arch  street.  Silver  and  Washing- 
ton streets  to  their  junction  with  Arch,  Fourth  to  its  junc- 
tion with  Tolend  Road,  Brick  street  to  its  junction  ynth 
Grove,  Franklin  street  to  its  junction  with  Chestnut  street 
at  the  house  of  Capt.  Porter,  the  Rollins  road  to  its  junc- 
tion with  Fresh  Creek  road,  the  Turnpike  to  RoUinsford  line, 
Rogers  street,  the  Gulf  road  west  of  Cushing's  Mills,  Payne 
street  to  the  culvert  beyond  Plate's  Hill,  Mt.  Pleasant  to 
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Cross  road,  Cross  road  to  Neck  road  near  James  Caton's 
house,  Pleasant  street  to  John  Meserve's  house  and  to  head 
of  Locust. 

District  No.  2 — Shall  begin  at  Cushing's  Mills,  thence  to 
James  McDuffee's  gate,  the  old  road  by  Capt.  James  B. 
Guppy's  to  Fresh  Creek  road,  and  Fresh  Creek  road  east  to 
the  Rollins  road  to  Rollinsford  line. 

District  No.  3 — Shall  begin  on  Franklin  street  at  the 
house  of  Capt.  Porter,  near  the  corner  of  Chestnut  street, 
thence  to  the  house  of  Levi  Sawyer  on  Garrison  Hill,  in- 
cluding the  Fresh  Creek  road,  west  of  the  Rollins  road. 

District  No.  4 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Levi  Sawyer 
on  Garrison  Hill,  thence  to  Somers worth  line  and  W. 
Moore's  house ;  also  by  the  house  of  the  late  E.  Hurd  to 
Rollinsford  line. 

District  No.  5 — Shall  begin  at  Somersworth  line  near 
H.  Henderson's  house,  thence  down  to  Gage's  Hill,  also  by 
Moses  Hussey's  house  to  the  new  road,  and  to  Reynard's 
brook. 

District  No.  6 — Shall  commence  at  Somersworth  line  on 
Blackwater  road,  thence  to  the  Rochester  and  Somersworth 
lines. 

District  No.  7 — Shall  begin  at  Reynard's  brook  south  of 
David  Sargent's  house,  thence  by  said  Sargent's  house  to 
Rochester  line  ;  also  the  road  leading  by  the  school-house  to 
the  railroad  crossing  and  the  road  to  Moses  Farnham's. 

District  No.  8 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  Grove  and 
Brick  streets,  thence  by  the  house  of  Ezra  Kimball  to  Indian 
brook;  also  the  road  by  Richard  Kimball's  house  to  the 
house  of  Mr.  Fuller,  thence  to  the  railroad  crossing  near  the 
Whittier  bridge ;  also  the  Upper  Factory  road,  from  the 
school-house  to  the  south  side  of  the  bridge. 

District  No.  9. — Shall  begin  at  Indian  brook  near  the 
house  of  Oliver  S.  Home,  thence  by  the  house  of  Joseph  W. 
Bennett  to  the  railroad  crossing,  on  the  cross  road  and  to 
the  railroad  crossing  near  the  Alms  house,  and  by  the  house 
of  Paul  Horn  to  the  house  of  Moses  Farnham. 
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District  No,  10-  Shall  begin  at  the  railroad  crossing  near 
the  Alms  House,  thence  by  the  house  of  Timothy  H.  Snell 
to  Rochester  line,  the  road  leading  to  John  Trickey's  farm, 
and  the  cross  road  by  the  house  of  Horace  Kimball  to  the 
railroad  crossing. 

District  Yo.  11 — Shall  begin  at  Dover  Point,  thence  to 
the  junction  of  the  roads  near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy 
Roberts. 

District  No.  12 — Shall  begin  at  John  Meserve's  house, 
thence  to  the  bridge  below  Stephen  Austin's  house. 

District  No.  13 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy  Roberts,  thence  to  the 
red  schoolhouse,  and  main  road  to  and  across  the  bridge  be- 
low Stephen  Austin's  house,  with  all  the  cross  roads. 

District  No.  14 — Shall  beginatAmaziah  Brownell's  house, 
thence  by  the  house  of  Nicholas  Varney  to  Nathaniel  Carl- 
ton's house  and  the  Cowan  road. 

District  No.  15 — Shall  begin  at  the  culvert  at  Plate's  Hill, 
thence  by  Samuel  Hanson's,  2d,  to  the  old  road  and  the 
Amos  Burrows  road. 

District  No.  16 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  James  TVent- 
worth,  thence  to  Spruce  Lane,  the  David  and  Samuel  Tuttle 
roads,  the  new  road  to  Reynold's  Bridge,  and  the  road  to 
Madbury  line. 

District  No.  17 — Shall  begin  at  the  head  of  Locust  street, 
thence  to  Spruce  Lane,  the  Mast  road  to  Reynold's  bridge, 
the  Drew  Lane  and  the  Spruce  Lane. 

District  No.  18 — Shall  begin  at  the  Madbury  line,  thence 
by  Simon  J.  Torr's  house  to  Dunn's  bridge,  the  Mast  road 
to  Reynold's  bridge,  and  Pudding  hill  road  to  Madbury  line. 

District  No.  19 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Josbua 
Trickey,  thence  by  the  house  ol  Wm.  Twombly  to  Madbury 
line,  and  from  said  road  by  Richardson's  Mill  to  the  Durham 
road,  and  ihen  from  said  road  to  the  farm  of  E.  Cate,  and 
from  said  road  to  the  Hanson  shop  (so  called) . 

District  No.  20— Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Robert 
Cristy,  thence  to  Madbury  line,  by  J.  Cook's  house,  and  to 
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Madbury  line  by  the  house  of  J.  F.  Kelly,  thence  on  cross 
road  to  the  house  of  Wm.  W.  Wiggin. 

District  No.  21 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  lately  owned  by  H.  G.  Otis,  thence  by  the 
house  of  Ephraim  Ham  to  Eben'r  Faxon's  blacksmith  shop, 
and  both  cross  roads  leading  from  said  road  across  the 
Whittier  bridge  to  the  railroad  crossing ;  also  the  cross  road 
to  "Wm.  W.  Wiggin's  and  the  cross  road  to  the  Upper  Fac- 
tory bridge. 

District  No.  22 — Shall  begin  at  Eben'r  Faxon's  black- 
smith shop,  thence  by  the  house  of  Frank  Brawn  to  Barring- 
ton  line,  the  road  to  Rochester  line,  the  road  to  Madbury 
line,  and  cross  road  over  the  Watson  bridge  to  the  railroad 
crossing. 

District  No.  23 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  Andrew  T.  Roberts,  thence  by  Ivory  Paul's 
house  to  the  junction  of  the  roads  near  Samuel  H.  Hanson's 
house,  and  the  cross  road  to  Mrs.  Pinkham's.
